THE BOOKSELLER AND HIS CRITICS. 

When deploring the anaemic condition of 
the booktrade in this country the grumbler is 
very apt to point either to the fatherland or 
to the motherland as models of the standard 
which he would have the American book¬ 
seller reach. Most of this talk, we are in¬ 
clined to think, is based on hearsay, or on the 
recollections of years ago; for now, strangely 
enough, if the numerous communications to 
the Borscnblatt des deutschen Buchhandels 
are to be taken as authority, and we know no 
reason why they should not be accepted as 
authority, the grumbler in the fatherland is 
no better satisfied with the efficiency of the 
present-day bookseller, or rather his assistant, 
than is his American sympathizer with the 
efficiency of the same class here. 

Nor do they “order this matter better in 
France.” 

And now we learn through a prospectus 
of “The Bookshops, Limited,” recently circu¬ 
lated in London, that the “ordinary English 
bookseller does not make it his business to 
know anything about his wares,” and that 
for this reason so few good book shops exist 
out of London and two or three provincial 
towns. “The Bookshops, Limited,” whose 
manager is so plausible, and so big with 
promises, as almost to lead one to suspect 
that “The Bookshops, Limited,” is only an¬ 
other name for “The Booklovers’ Library,” 
and its ancillaries, therefore proposes “to 


start a crusade” and bring relief to the thou¬ 
sands who are now unable to procure books 
because of the “uninterested attitude of the 
ordinary bookseller.” As soon as enough 
subscribers can be secured the corporation 
will “open a few pioneer shops under the 
management of men who really do know 
something about books.” Indeed, “it is in¬ 
tended that each shop shall be made a literary 
centre for its district.” These “Bookshops, 
Limited,” are to supplant those antiquated 
bookshops, those derelicts on the highways 
of commerce, so to say, whose proprietors and 
managers “have little real knowledge of their 
business; who rely for their choice of books 
almost entirely on the advice of publishers’ 
travellers, who frequently fail to keep ac¬ 
counts, conduct their business with almost 
complete ignorance of the tastes and needs of 
their customers, and are usually unaware of 
the new books issued or about to be issued.” 

We little wonder that the London Pub¬ 
lishers' Circular waxes wroth over this libel, 
and that in calling attention to it denounces 
it as “a puerile, not to say imbecile produc¬ 
tion.” Incidentally, it administers a deserved 
rebuke to the authors, who, while reviling the 
present-day bookseller, rather foolishly hail 
the promoter of “The Bookshops, Limited,” 
as the long-awaited savior of the author and 
reading public. We agree with our contem¬ 
porary that at least one of these should “have 
felt some small measure of compunction in 
writing as he does about the booksellers, con¬ 
sidering the splendid way in which his books 
have been put before the public by them both 
at home,” and, we might add, in the United 
States also. 

In discussing this “Bookshops, Limited” 
scheme, several critics of the English book¬ 
seller dwelt with more or less emphasis on 
the advantages of the German “on sale” sys¬ 
tem. From time to time we have also heard 
similar laudatory comments on the system in 
this country; yet this method of helping the 
sale of books has never found much favor 
nor has it proved satisfactory when intro¬ 
duced into England or into this country. Mr. 
William Heinemann, a strong advocate of the 
“on sale” system in England, we learn from 
The Publishers' Circular, has been disap¬ 
pointed with his experiments in this direction, 
■and has dropped his offer to send a copy 
of any of his books to the public for in¬ 
spection. The attempt to make a bookstore 
of every post-office in the United States 
seems to have met with a similar fate. Even 
in the home of its birth—in Germany—the “on 
sale or return” system is falling into desue- 
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tude, and German publishers are encouraging 
more and more the outright purchase of stock, 
and also cash payments. In theory, the “on 
sale” system is admirable; in practice for 
some reason it does not seem to work out 
successfully. 

As to the oft-repeated charge that the book¬ 
seller cannot or deliberately will not supply 
the public with the books it wants, we join 
our contemporary in saying that this accusa¬ 
tion is “as untrue as it is absurd. It is only 
less absurd than to suppose that a bookseller 
should be expected to keep in stock every one 
of the many thousands of new books pub¬ 
lished every year, or that he and his assistants 
should always be able to immediately supply 
information about every book on every sub¬ 
ject to any stranger who walks into the shop.” 
There are no doubt some booksellers, as there 
are other merchants, who through ignorance 
or laziness neglect their business; but these 
are rare exceptions, and it would be manifest¬ 
ly unfair, in any case, to judge the capacity 
of the many by the shortcomings of the few. 

We note as a cheering sidelight on the dis¬ 
cussion of the value of the services of the 
bookseller in creating a demand for books, the 
result of an experiment recently made by D. 
Appleton & Co. to discover what induces 
people to buy books. With the first edition 
of Chauncey C. Hotchkiss’s novel, “For a 
Maiden Brave,” they sent out postal cards 
asking ten questions, to which purchasers 
were requested to make replies. About five 
hundred responded, with this result:

It seems to us that the bookseller need not 
be ashamed of this showing. To have accom¬ 
plished over a quarter as much as all the 
other factors combined, (including advertis¬ 
ing and reviews,) in disposing of this one 
book, is not a mean performance, when the 
competition of the circulating and other li¬ 
braries in the field of fiction is taken into con¬ 
sideration. 


BOOKSELLERS AND BOOKSELLING 
IN ENGLAND IN THE 18TH AND 
19TH CENTURIES. 

Joseph Shaylor, of the firm of Simpkin, 
Marshall & Co., from whose excellent contri¬ 
butions on the subject of bookselling we have 
occasionally quoted in our columns, some time 
ago printed in the Nineteenth Century a paper 
on “Booksellers and Bookselling,” in which he 
describes the old booksellers like Thomas Guy, 
the founder of the famous Guy’s Hospital in 
London; Richardson, the novelist; William 
Taylor, the original publisher of “Robinson 
Crusoe;” Edward Cave, the founder of the 
Gentleman’s Magazine , and others of like 
prominence in the annals of the booktrade. 
On one of the methods of publishing—“share 
book” publishing—Mr. Shaylor throws the 
following light: “ ‘Share book’ publishing 

consisted in the division of the expense of 
publishing a book among a number of book¬ 
sellers, who were styled partners. These met 
from time to time to decide upon a new book 
or a new edition, the number to be printed, 
and to divide profits. This custom led to the 
partition into numerous shares of works 
which were selling freely, a single book some¬ 
times being divided into 100, 150, and even 
20c lots. We have evidence of this practice 
in a catalogue of an auction sale of copyright 
works that took place in 1805, when the un¬ 
dermentioned portions of books were sold. 
As will be seen, these portions varied from a 
16th to a 160th of a book. The catalogue 
contained nearly 1000 entries, from which the 
following have been selected at random:

“‘Trade Sales’ are also described, and in 
connection with the discount question refer¬ 
ence is made to the Booksellers’ Association 
formed in 1852. Mr. Shaylor acknowledges 
that the effect of excessive discounts has been 
disastrous, but hopes that ‘a bookseller’s shop, 
solely for the sale of books, will exist in every 
town in England.’ ‘It is generally recognized,’ 
he remarks, ‘that primarily two classes are 
interested in books—the author, who has a 
brain teeming with knowledge and ideas; and 
the reading public, who are anxious to obtain 
the product of this knowledge. Who shall in 
the future be the medium connecting these 
two interests remains to be seen. Whether 
the publisher will become again a bookseller, 
to distribute to the public the works he pro¬ 
duces, or will use other means than the book¬ 
seller to reach the public, is at present a prob¬ 
lem. Whether or no the booksellers by some 
organization can work in harmony both 
among themselves and with the publishers, 
with or without the aid of any coercive sys¬ 
tem, it is difficult to say. It seems, however, 
quite impossible, with the daily increasing out¬ 
put of books and the numerous additions 
made during recent years to the list of pub¬ 
lishers, that any organization can displace the 
intelligent bookseller.” Mr. Shaylor, who 
takes an optimistic view of the future, insists 
that the welfare of the bookseller depends 
upon himself, a statement that every one with 
a knowledge of the trade will frankly cor¬ 
roborate. 

POSTAL MATTERS. 

APPLICATION FOR AN INJUNCTION DENIED 
TO STREET & SMITH. 

The application of Street & Smith for an 
injunction restraining the Postmaster-Gen¬ 
eral from excluding their serials from second- 
class postal privileges was refused on June 
17- It was generally taken for granted that 
the application would not be denied; but 
the decision of the District Court of Appeals 
sustaining the position of the Postmaster- 
General in excluding certain serial publica¬ 


tions from the second-class postal privilege 
was farther reaching than was first supposed. 

In the decision of the Court of Appeals in 
the case of the Bates & Guild Company, of 
Boston, Justice Shepard said: “The facts in 
this particular case illustrate the danger of 
granting relief by way of mandatory injunc¬ 
tion.” 

Acting on this principle, the Washington 
correspondent of the New York Evening Post 
says “it is understood that the Justices of the 
District Supreme Court have concluded not 
to issue any more restraining orders in ad¬ 
vance of the hearing of a case. This policy 
has had its first exemplification in the case of 
Street & Smith.” _ 

JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

John Kendrick Bangs has resigned as edi¬ 
tor of the Metropolitan Magazine and has 
been succeeded by Perriton Maxwell. 

The Countess von Waldersee, who was 
Miss Mary Esther Lee, of New York, has 
written at the request of the editor of Har¬ 
per's Bazar an autobiographical article which 
appears in the July number. The Countess re¬ 
lates anecdotes of Bismarck, Von Moltke, and 
various royal personages, and gives her opin¬ 
ion upon the subject of marriages between 
American girls and foreign noblemen. 

The University of Chicago Press has 
just issued the first number of Modern Phi¬ 
lology, a new quarterly devoted to research 
in modern languages and literatures, edited 
by three professors of the University of Chi¬ 
cago. The first issue contains seventeen ar¬ 
ticles by men well known in the field of mod¬ 
ern language work. Contribution for future 
numbers have been promised by a large list 
of authorities on the subject. 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The Boston Book Company, Boston, has 
just published a bibliography of the small pe¬ 
riodicals variously called chap-books, fada- 
zines, freak magazines, etc., compiled by 
Frederick Winthrop Faxon, and entitled 
“Ephemeral Bibelots, a bibliography of the 
modern chap-books and their imitators.” Mr. 
Faxon traces the probable origin of these pe¬ 
riodicals to the Chap-Book, first published by 
Stone & Kimball, May 15, 1894, and records 
the titles of 238 of its imitators, some of 
which are still alive. ( Bulletin of Bibliog¬ 
raphy Pamphlets, No. 11, 26 p. 16 0 , pap., 
25 c.) _

T. J. Carey & Co., New York, are about to 
issue “The Pun Book,” which has been in 
preparation for some time.

introduction by Robert E. Speer and illustra¬ 
tions from photographs taken by the author; “A 
Short History of American Presbyterianism 
from its Foundations to the Reunion of 1869;” 
“Teachings of the Lord Jesus/’ by Professor 
W. S. Bean, with an introduction by Profes¬ 
sor C. R. Hemphill; also, a brief manual en¬ 
titled “Shall I Unite with the Church,” by 
the Rev. William Bryant. 

Holden & Co., 19 North Eighth Street, St. 
Louis, Mo., have in press a “Life of Robert 
Quincy Beer,” by Lee Sterns Holden. Mr. 
Beer may be remembered as one of the firm of 
Wilson, Hinkle & Co., who died in 1870, when 
but a little over forty-one years of age. He 
was a famous wit and intimately acquainted 
with all the great humorists of his day. The 
book announced by Holden & Co. will contain 
besides the sayings and doings of Mr. Beer, 
repeated by the author after a lapse of a third 
of a century, sketches of the lives of many 
distinguished educators, poets, literary per¬ 
sonages, prominent bookmen, publishers, and 
the wits, wags and humorists of that day 
down to the present period. 

Howard Wilford Bell, 259 Fifth Avenue, 
New York, will instal his Unit Library on 
July 1 with the publication of “The Marble 
Faun,” by Hawthorne. Mr. Bell’s scheme, 
which has already been fully described by us, 
consists briefly in fixing the price of each 
book on its number of pages based on a unit of 
2 5 pages. The price of each set of 25 pages is one 
cent. The price of 100 pages is 4 cents and each 
additional unit of 25 pages adds one cent to the 
price. Thus 250 pages costs 10 cents and 400 
pages 16 cents. The books will be bound in 
three styles, namely, in stiff paper which is 
given with the printed pages : in cloth which 
costs 30 cents additional; and in full leather 
which costs 50 cents additional. Twelve vol¬ 
umes will be published each year. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. have published the 10th 
volume of “The New International Encyclo¬ 
paedia,” which covers the alphabet from “In¬ 
fantry” to “Larramendi,” filling nearly a 
thousand double column octavo pages. Among 
the geographical subjects treated fully and ac¬ 
companied by maps and other illustrations are 
Iowa, Ireland, Italy, Japan, Jerusalem, Kan¬ 
sas and Kansas City, Kentucky and Korea.
